nay  District,  British  Columbia,  lie  adjacent  to  the 
Banff-Windermere  Highway  in  Kootenay  Park.

HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  2€>th  July,  1928, 
from  the  Hon.  Ernest  Lapointe,  for  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  submitting  that  by  an  Order  in 
Council  dated  the  10th  of  December,  1907  (P.C. 
253'7),  regulations  were  established  for  the  issue 
of  leases  for  the  mining  of  coal  on  lands  within  the 
Rocky  Mountains  Park  of  Canada,  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta,  and  provision  was  made  therein  that 
the  term  of  the  lease  shall  be  twenty  years,  renew¬ 
able,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Governor-General  in 
Council,  for  further  periods  of  twenty  years  each, 
and  not  exceeding,  in  all,  sixty  years,  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  at  the  time  of  renewal  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Government  and  the  lessee. 

Coal-mining  Leases  Nos.  45,  46,  47,  48,  49,  50, 
51,  52,  and  53  were  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
the  above  regulations,  and  these  leases  have  been 
assigned  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  Colleries,  Lim¬ 
ited.  The  term  of  these  .several  leases  has  now 
expired,  and  the  lessee  has  submitted  an  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  renewal  thereof,  as  provided  for  in  the 
above-mentioned  Order  in  Council.

P.C.  No.  1525. 

Certified  to  be  a  True  CbPY  of  a  Minute  of 
a  Meeting  of  tiie  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,  approved  by  His  Excellency  tiie 
Governor-General,  on  tiie  SOtii  August,

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  20th  July,  1928, 
from  the  Hon.  Ernest  Lapointe,  for  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  submitting  that  by  an  Order  in 
Council  dated  the  10th  of  December,  1907  (P.C. 
2537),  regulations  were  established  for  the  issue 
of  leases  for  the  mining  of  coal  on  lands  within  the 
Rocky  Mountains  Park  of  Canada,  iu  the  Province 
of  Alberta,  and  provision  was  made  therein  that 
the  term  of  the  lease  shall  be  twenty  years,  renew¬ 
able,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Governor-General  in 
Council,  for  further  periods  of  twenty  years  each, 
and  not  exceeding,  in  all,  sixty  years,  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  at  the  time  of  renewal  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Government  and  the  lessee. 

Goal-mining  Leases  Nos.  45,  46,  47,  48,  49,  50, 
51,  52,  and  53  were  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
the  above  regulations,  and  these  leases  have  been 
assigned  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  Colleries,  Lim¬ 
ited.  The  term  of  these  .several  leases  has  now 
expired,  and  the  lessee  has  submitted  an  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  renewal  thereof,  as  provided  for  in  the 
above-mentioned  Order  in  Council.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  7 6. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act —

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
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after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.
